BAPTIST-DISCIPLES  TO 
GET  UNION  PLAN  IN  1953 

BAN  FRANCISCO—  (RN  8)—  Prog¬ 
ress  on  a  proposed  merger  with  Dis¬ 
ciples  of  Christ  was  reported  to  dele¬ 
gates  attending  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention 
here. 

The  status  of  negotiations  with  the 
Disciples  was  outlined  by  Dr.  Hillyer 
H.  Straton  of  Malden,  Mass.,  chair¬ 
man  of  a  Northern  Baptist  confer¬ 
ence  which  is  studying  the  proposed 
union,  and  co-chairman  with  the  Rev. 
Oaines  M.  Cook,  of  the  Disciples  of 
Christ,  of  a  joint  commission  on  mer¬ 
ger. 

1  Under  the  plan  accepted  here  by 
the  Baptist  delegates,  the  joint  com¬ 
mission  will  submit  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  both  denominations  in 
1953  “a  basis  of  union"  for  considera¬ 
tion  in  1954.  This  document  will  be 
voted  on  in  1955  after  study  by  and 
submission  to  individual  Northern 
Baptist  and  Disciples  churches 

Dr.  Straton  said  he  and  his  col¬ 
leagues  were  “unanimously  and  un¬ 
reservedly  opposed  to  moving  more 
rapidly  toward  ultimate  union”  with 
the  Disciples  than  “the  vast  major¬ 
ity  of  our  people  want  us  to  go.”

We  believe  that  Arizona  Baptists 
have  discovered  a  revolutionary 
method  of  giving  to  missions;  the 
plan  of  “week  by  week  giving  to  mis¬ 
sions  by  the  churches.” 

Scriptural  Principle

ings  every  week  to  church  and  de¬ 
nominational  cooperation  In  the 
realm  of  missions. 

It  ia  accepted  by  all  that  the  Bible 
teaches  Christians  to  bring  their  gifts 
on  the  first  day  of  the  week.  The 
purpose  of  this,  according  to  tho 
Apostle  Paul,  is  to  eliminate  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  high-pressure  special  of¬ 
ferings.  (I  Cor.  16:2.) 

Our  churches  and  denomination 
should  go  a  step  further  and  empha¬ 
size  that  this  needs  to  be  done  on 
the  scriptural  basis  of  weekly  giving, 
not  only  on  the  part  of  the  individual 
but  on  the  part  of  the  ehurch.

A  mild-mannered  former  prisoner  of  the  Japanese  will  soon  complete  Mi 
fifth  year  as  a  foreign  missionary  to  the  home  folks.  When  the  Rev.  Dr.  M. 
Theron  Rankin  of  South  Carolina  was  elected  on  D-Day  (June  6)  to  become 
the  seventh  executive  secretary  of  the  hundred- year-old  Baptist  Foreign 
Mission  Board  at  Richmond,  Va^  he  hdd  no  desire  to  quit  China  where  ho 
had  worked  for  twenty  yeara 

But  he  was  the  first  missionary  ever  to  be  offered  the  job  and  only  o' 
missionary  can  know  what’s  what  on  the  foreign  front.  Before  he  took  over 
January  1,  1945,  Dr.  Rankin  had  acquired  a  working  knowledge  of  the  Board’s

Ask  Union  Of  All  Baptist 
Groups  In  United  States 

SAN  FRANCISCO—  (R  N8>—  In  a 
surprise  move,  the  Northern  Baptist 
Convention  voted  unanimously  at  its 
annual  meeting  here  to  invite  all 
Baptist  groups  in  the  country  to  Join 
in  forming  a  single  denomination. 

The  unity  move  came  during  con¬ 
sideration  of  a  report  of  the  Commis¬ 
sion  of  Review,  which  recommended 
that  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention 
change  its  name  to  the  American 
Baptist  Convention,  thus  eliminating 
territorial  implications. 

Since  the  Northern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  is  already  negotiating  for  a 
merger'  with  the  Disciples  of  Christ, 
a  consolidation  of  all  Baptist  forces 
would  make  the  resultant  denomina¬ 
tion  by  far  the  largest  unified  Prot¬ 
estant  group  in  the  country  with  a 
membership  of  about  15,988,888. 

Meanwhile  the  delegates  delayed 
action  on  changing  the  name  of  the 
denomination  until  the  1950  meeting, 
and  recommended  that  the  proposal 
be  discussed  during  the  next  year  by 
member  churches. 

The, unity  move  was  launched  with 
a  motion  by  Dr.  Hillyer  H.  Straton  of 
Malden.  Mass.,  which  proposed  that

In  the  September  issue  of  Liberty 
magazine  there  appeared  another  of 
the  Roman'  Catholic  paid  advertise¬ 
ments  that  are  being  so  widely  circu¬ 
lated  by  the  Knights  of  Columbus, 
Romanist  lay  organization.

This  state¬ 
ment  embraces  many  kinds  a t  errors.  It 
to  a  fact  of  history  that  all  patriarchs 
la  the  various  geographical  areas  were 
called  popes  during  the  early  centuries. 

Apart  from  these  misleading  elements 
hi  the  article,  X  should  be  observed  that 
no  Roman  Catholic  history  gives  a  shred 
of  valid  proof  that  Peter  wae  ever  the 
bishop  of  Rome. 

«  The  article  asserts  that  Pope  Plus 
XU  "is  in  our  time  ...  as  Peter  was 
to  the  first  century  ...  the  Vicar  sf 
Ctoris*  on  earth.”  There  is  no  biblical  nor 
historical  basis  for  this  statement,  which 
to  completely  foreign  to  the  vocabulary 
and  spirit  of  the  New  Testament  Peter 
did  not  know  that  he  was  the  "Vicar  of 
Christ '  ’ ;  the  other  disciples  did  not 
know  it;  and  the  complete  picture  of 
Peter  to  the  New  Testament  does  not 
leave  any  doubt  that  this  Impetuous  and 
often  rebuked  disciple  simply  stood  on 
a  level  with  the  other  apostles. 

T.  The  article  makes  reference  to  "the 
promises  made  by  Christ  to  Peter  and 
his  successor.  .  There  has  been  a 
great  deal  written  on  this  particular 
subject.  In  the  first  place,  there  were  no 
promises  made  to  Peter  that  were  not 
applicable  to  every  disciple  of  Jesus  In 
the  second  place,  If  such  promises  had 
been  made,  there  to  no  indication  that 
they  could  have  been  transmitted  to  any¬ 
body  else.

mind  the  Lord.”  So  back  to  the  fam¬ 
ily  flour  mill  X  vent  with  a  burning 
desire  to  serve  the  Lord  as  well  as  I 
oould  right  at  home.  Two  years  later 
a  little  paper  covered  booklet  was 
mailed  to  me. 

That  little  book  unfolded  to  me  that 
Ood  not  only  had  a  plan  for  redemp¬ 
tion  but  that  He  had  a  plan  for  fi¬ 
nancing  all  of  the  work  of  His  king¬ 
dom— that  was  by  the  tithe.  One  of 
the  verses  that  struck  me  right  be¬ 
tween  the  eyes  and  which  it  has  been 
my  genuine  pleasure  to  practice  and 
prove  Is  Malachl  3:10:  “Bring  ye  all 
the  tithes  Into  the  storehouse,  that 
there  may  be  meat  In  mine  house, 
and  prove  me  now  herewith,  salth  the 
Lord  of  hosts.  If  I  will  not  open  you 
the  windows  of  heaven,  and  pour  you 
out  a  blessing,  that  there  shall  not 
be  room  enough  to  receive  It." 

In  1035  our  flour  mill  celebrated  Its 
centennial.  That  same  year  I  pur¬ 
chased  the  controlling  Interest  In  the 
business.  There  was  not  the  slightest 
doubt  in  my  mind  but  what  the  mill 
would  prosper  If  we  paid  one  tenth 
of  the  profits  to  the  Lord  which  In 
this  case  would  be  paid  to  the  church. 
The  Lord  said  He  would  pour  out  a 
blessing,  didn’t  He-  And  a  man's 
business  is  only  an  extension  of  his 
own  personality,  so  naturally  the  Hay¬ 
den  Flour  Mills  would  soon  be  shower¬ 
ed  with  blessings  from  Heaven.  Right 
then  and  there  I  was  In  for  a  mighty 
rude  awakening.  I  know  now  the 
truth  of  that  passage  In  the  New 
Testament:  "Cast  your  bread  upon 
the  waters,  and  It  shall  return  unto 
you  after  many  days.” 

God  does  not  always  promise  to 
“open  the  windows  of  Heaven  immed¬ 
iately,"  and  when  He  does.  He  does 
not  always  promise  financial  bless¬ 
ings.  I  want  to  make  this  mighty 
clear  right  now:  I  know  from  person¬ 
al-  experience  that  God  does  keep  His 
Word  and  Mem  the  tither.  Bat  I  can 
assure  yon  that  from  a  purely  finan¬ 
cial  point  of  view  I  have  not  been 
“overcome”  with  a  superabundance 
of  this  world's  goods.  I  could  name 
friends  and  acquaintances  by  the 
score  who  could  buy  me  oat  and  sell 
me  time  and  time  again.  Bat  Just  try 
to  find  a  living  soul  any  happier  than 
L  In  addition  to  granting  me  suffic¬ 
ient  needs — not  "wants” — for  a  family 
of  three  boys  and  three  girts,  the 
Lord  has  given  me  an  a  maxing  de¬ 
gree  of  personal  vitality,  a  passion  for 
souls,  and  so  much  Joy  of  living  that 
often  I  feel  I  might  actually  burst! 

Contrary  to  plans,  the  business,  under 
my  personal  management,  la  a  year 
came  to  the  point  where  It  was  unable 
to  meet  Its  obligations.  You  men  who 
have  gone  through  financial  hard  times 
know  better  than  I  can  explain  the  men¬ 
tal  strain  of  being  pressed  by  your  debts 
and  actually  not  knowing  whether  you 
were  going  to  meet  them  or  not.  la  our 
e**e  I  was  very  forcibly  taught  that 
Ood  does,  not  always  bless  the  tither 
Immediately.  For  a  period  of  two  years 
I  had  to  walk  pretty  much  by  faith.  But 
aotnehow  there  was  at  all  times  an  abtd- 
k»g  faith  that  Ood  would  keep  His  Word. 
I  never  have  failed  to  pay  the  Lord's 
lithe  from  the  time  I  began  the  prac¬ 
tice  regularly  In  1932  So  you  can  imag- 
k»c  the  thrill  In  1937  of  being  able  to 
P*y  off  creditors  and  have  the  family 
Hour  mill  business  back  under  my  own 
•ontrol  again. 

Within  a  short  time  after  tost  ar- 
ungements  were  made  whereby  I  was 
tble  to  purchase  the  entire  stock  tn  the 
wsiness,  some  of  which  we  have  sines 


whfls  I  pe  te  preach  tithing 

Within  aa  hour's  driving  distance  ef 
my  horns  town  of  Teeumseh.  Michigan, 
I  could  today  take  you  to  thirty  flour 
mills  that  have  gone  out  of  business 
within  the  past  twenty-five  years.  And 
yet,  since  we  have  been  tithing  our  busi¬ 
ness  Itself  la  addition  to  our  own  per¬ 
sonal  income,  we  have  been  able  te 
make  five  major  additions  to  our  plant. 
Bach  time  we  build  an  addition  we  have 
a  dedication  aervlce — the  last  one  was 
held  within  this  past  month.  So  I  know 
that  Ood  always  dees  keep  Hla  Word 
In  His  own  good  time! 

Ten  years  after  I  volunteered  to  go 
to  the  foreign  field  for  my  church  s 
greet  event  took  plsoe  In  my  life.  A 
sermon  was  preached  in  my  home 
church  from  the  text.  John  12:24:  "Ver¬ 
ily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  Except  a  corn 
at  wheat  fall  into  the  ground  and  die, 
It  abideth  alone:  but  If  it  die,  It  brlngeth 
forth  much  fruit."  Being  a  flour  miller, 
the  reference  to  wheat  struck  me  right 
between  the  eyes.  And  almost  Immed¬ 
iately  thereupon  came  the  thought, 
‘‘Plant  a  kernel  of  wheat  and  prove  that 
verse,  and  next  year  when  the  one  ker¬ 
nel  of  wheat  multiplies  Into  ten  or  fif¬ 
teen  kernels,  you  can  tithe  that  crop."  It 
seemed  reasonable  that  a  little  demon¬ 
stration  like  that,  carried  on  for  the 
children  of  the  Sunday  school  right  In 
the  church  yard  would  prove  to  be  an 
excellent  object  lesson,  so  I  determined 
to  plant  a  kernel  of  wheat  and  take  Ood 
at  Hla  Word.  But  the  more  I  thought 
about  the  plan.  It  seemed  reasonable 
that  we  might  tithe  the  tiny  harvest,  and 
replant  the  remaining  nine  tenths. 
If  this  were  done  in  accordance  with 
the  Sabbatical  plan  of  sowing  and  reap¬ 
ing  for  six  years,  we  might  have  quite 
a  sizeable  harvest  In  six  years.  But  lit¬ 
tle  did  I  think  Ood  would  bless  this 
demonstration  anywhere  near  the  extent 
that  He  has.  But  we  determined  to  go 
through  with  the  plan  for  six  years  and 
see  what  would  happen. 

Since  I  did  not  own  any  land  of  my 
own,  my  thoughts  naturally  drifted  te 
the  largest  farm  tn  our  community, 
owned  by  the  world's  richest  man,  Hen¬ 
ry  Ford.  It  seemed  like  a  daring  idea 
te  solicit  the  assistance  of  Henry  Ford 
to  prove  a  great  Biblical  principle.  But 
I  did  not  wait  for  my  ardor  to  cool  off 
bat  went  Immediately  to  his  farm  man¬ 
ager,  Bdgar  Olark.  and  tokl  him  of  my 
Idea.  I  should  say  at  this  point  that  I 
feel  this  message  was  divinely  timed. 
The  fanners  In  our  community  were 
sowing  wheat  the  very  week  after  I 
heard  that  memorable  sermon  on  John 
12:24.  Mr.  Clark  suggested  that  I  return 
in  a  couple  of  days  while  he  thought  over 
the  matter.  The  result  was  that  he  had 
a  tiny  cubic  inch  container  made  from 
metal,  and  when  I  returned  to  find  his 
decision,  he  presented  me  with  this 
unique  container,  saying:  “Go  ahead 
with  your  plan.  We'U  furnish  land  to 
start  It,  but  why  not  fill  this  cubic  Inch 
measure  with  wheat  Instead  of  taking 
Just  one  kernel?”  And  so  that  is  bow 
the  original  amount  of  seed  happened 
to  be  a  cubic  inch.  The  measure  was 
filled  with  wheat  by  a  nearby  farmer, 
C.  D.  Flnkbeiner,  and  on  Thursday,  Sep¬ 
tember  29,  this  cubic  Inch  measure,  con¬ 
taining  390  "Dynamic  Kernels"  of  wheat 
was  planted  by  13  boys  In  a  tiny  plot  of 
ground,  four  feet  by  eight  feel,  probably 
the  world’s  smallest  wheat  field."  Ws 
told  those  present  that  ho  1941  ws 
would  pay  a  tithe  of  the  crop  to  the 
Lord  and  replant  the  remaining  nine 
tenths,  continuing  this  for  a  total  of  six 
years — and  see  what  would  happen! 

On  July  19,  1941,  we  harvested  the 
"world’s  smallest  wheat  crop."  The 
wheat  was  cut  by  sickle,  the  heads  cut 
off  wtth  sheers  and  placed  In  a  cotton 
Hour  sack  to  dry  out,  and  about  three 
weeks  later  we  threshed  the  wheat  by 
pounding  the  bag  with  a  carpet  beater. 
Then  to  separate  the  chaff  from  the 
grain,  we  took  it  Into  our  dining  room, 
placed  the  chaff  and  wheat  In  a  dish  pan 


ft*  toe  middle  ef  the  table.  Then  tin. 
Hayden,  ths  kids,  and  I  with  lung  power 
worked  far  an  hour  Is  Mow  sot  Iks 
chaff  The  result  ef  tost  operation  was 
that  ws  had  fifty  cubic  Inches  of  wheat, 
practically  a  quarter  of  grain,  or  19,909 
kernels.  B  was  an  amazing  yield  for  our 
pari  of  the  country  where  the  land  Is 
not  as  rich  aa  out  here  In  Oklahoma.  B 
was  doubly  thrilling  to  see  such  a  har¬ 
vest,  In  view  of  the  dire  predictions  of 
one  farmer  who  watched  the  wheat  being 
sown  la  a  plot  of  sour  clay  the  previous 
fall  that  the  “quack  grass  would  choke 
it  out."  But  Ood  kept  Hla  Word  and 
blessed  the  first  crop  is  aa  amazing 
degree. 

The  following  Sunday  we  counted  sot 
a  tithe  of  five  cubic  Inches  of  '  Dynamic 
Kernels"  and  presented  them  to  our 
pastor.  We  can  truly  say  it  entered  ths 
ministry  Immediately! 

Because  we  had  faith  is  believe  that 
Ood  would  some  day  use  this  demonstra¬ 
tion  la  a  big  way,  we  took  moving  pic¬ 
tures  from  the  very  start.  The  six 
plantings  and  harvests  are  preserved 
in  a  color  sound  film,  "Ood  Is  My  Land¬ 
lord.” 

In  the  fall  ef  1941  we  replanted  the 
remaining  49  cubic  inches  at  wheat, 
10,200  kernels,  on  a  plot  of  ground  forty- 
five  times  larger  than  the  tiny  plot  the 
previous  year.  Again  Henry  Ford  fur¬ 
nished  the  land.  It  was  24  feet  by  90 
feet  In  sine,  and  the  seed  was  planted 
this  time  by  46  boys  and  girls  from  the 
Teeumseh  schools.  The  following  July 
4  we  cut  the  second  crop  of  Dynamic 
Kernels  by  okl  time  cradles.  I  expect 
there  may  be  some  folks  at  this  con¬ 
vention  who  have  swung  a  cradle  In  their 
lives — but  the  movies  of  this  particular 
harvest,  In  my  opinion,  are  the  most 
colorful  of  all.  And  would  you  believe  It 
—whereas  we  were  amazed  to  have  the 
first  crop  amount  to  fifty  times  the 
seed,  compared  with  a  state  average 
increase  of  fifteen  fold — our  second  har¬ 
vest  of  the  Lord's  wheat  was  fifty-five 
times  the  amount  of  seed  sown.  Now 
ws  harvested  19  pounds.  It  was  threshed 
on  a  tiny  separator.  Again  one  tenth, 
or  asven  pounds,  was  counted  out  and 
given  te  the  church  in  an  appropriate 
ceremony.  Hie  remaining  nine-tenths 
was  replanted  an  an  acre  of  Henry 
Ford’s  land. 

The  third  crop  was  harvested  In  1943, 
cut  by  a  self-rake  reaper,  aa  the  third 
progressive  step  In  wheat  harvestiiw 
methods.  Some  three  hundred  persoiM 
witnessed  the  harvest  which  was 
threshed  by  horse  power.  The  third  crop 
amounted  to  19  bushels,  or  nearly  1,009 
pounds. 

Henry  Ford  personally  attended  the 
third  harvest,  coming  out  on  a  Saturday 
morning,  unannounced,  to  see  the  wheat 
cut.  and  then  returning  two  weeks  later 
when  a  thousand  persons  were  on  hand 
te  see  hla  horse  power  separator  thresh 
the  third  harvest.  Interest  was  now  be¬ 
ginning  to  be  manifested  over  a  wide 
territory.  Folks  attended  the  third  har¬ 
vest  not  only  from  our  own  community 
and  state,  but  from  northern  Ohio  as 
well.  Truly  the  Lord  was  Messing  this 
effort  to  prove  that  it  pays  to  tithe. 

In  the  fall  of  1943  the  fourth  planting 
was  made,  litis  time  it  required  14 
acres,  as  we  planted  about  one  bushel 
of  seed  per  acre.  And  In  July  of  1944 
some  five  thousand  persona  were  on 
hand  is  witness  the  colorful  harvesting 
and  threshing  ceremonies.  The  gover¬ 
nor  of  the  state,  prominent  persons  from 
*11  walks  of  life  were  there.  The  movies 
taken  at  this  particular  harvest  are  es¬ 
pecially  colorful.  The  fourth  step  In 
harvesting  of  wheat  was  demonstrated 
by  the  binder.  Invented  by  Cyrus  Mo- 
Cormick  over  one  hundred  years  ago. 
The  fourth  harvest  was  310  bushels  of 
golden  kernels,  and  the  tithe  that  year, 
paid  to  the  Teeumseh  Friends  Church, 
amounted  to  $70.  The  remaining  nine- 
tenths  was  replanted  on  230  acres  of 
Henry  Ford’s  land  for  the  fifth  crop.

Ford  was  stricken  while  at  his  winter 
home  in  Georgia  Whereas  he  had  prom¬ 
ised  enough  land  to  complete  the  pro¬ 
ject.  arrangements  were  now  being 
made  to  sell  the  vast  Ford  farms  near 
Teeumseh.  Michigan.  It  looked  as  If  X 
would  be  left  "high  and  dry"  wtth  ae 
land  for  the  sixth  planting,  as  no  farmer 
or  group  of  farmers  In  that  community 
would  be  either  able  or  willing  to  come 
forth  with  the  needed  acreage.  The 
summer  of  1945  was  spent  in  a  fruitless 
search  for  land  for  the  5,000  bushels  at 
wheat  seed,  and  without  success  Dur¬ 
ing  this  time  we  did  not  give  up.  bo* 
kept  seeking  the  will  of  the  Lord  tn  the 
matter.  Our  prayers  and  efforts  were 
finally  rewarded  when  Individual  farm¬ 
ers  learning  of  the  need  for  land  cam* 
and  volunteered  their  farms.  And  al¬ 
most  on  the  very  last  day  for  planting 
wheat  the  last  of  the  5,000  bushels  wu 
token  by  some  379  farmers  from  30  dif¬ 
ferent  faiths  and  creeds,  who  agreed 
to  plant  the  wheat,  pay  a  tithe  of  the 
1949  to  their  own  church  and  give  ue 
a  report  of  the  crop. 

On  August  1,  1940,  proclaimed  by  the 
governor  of  Michigan  as  "Biblical 
Wheat  Day"  tn  Michigan,  these  279 
farmers  celebrated  their  harvest  of  the 
sixth  and  final  crop  of  the  Lord’s  Dyna¬ 
mic  Kernels  by  bringing  tn  their  tithes 
to  the  Lenawee  County  Fair  Grounds  at 
Adrian.  Michigan.  We  want  to  make  it 
clear  at  this  point  that  we  still  were

You  will  want  to  know  these  things 
about  the  Vacation  Bible  school  work 
in  Mississippi  last  year:  It  occurred 
to  us  that  we  ought  to  Rive  this  writ¬ 
ing  the  title  of  "Fifty  Cents,”  but 
we  were  afraid  that  you  would  think 
we  were  not  serious.

That  is  raising  money 
by  "pressure." 

A  miner  was  a  member  of  a  rurrfl 
church  which  eras  hi  terrible  ooodilion. 
The  roof  leaked .  the  windows  were 
knocked  out.  the  poch  sagged,  the  build¬ 
ing  needed  painting,  the  chimney  was 
falling  down,  the  preacher  was  way  be¬ 
hind  in  his  salary,  and  unpaid  bills  were 
piled  up  on  the  desk  of  the  treasurer. 
This  particular  miller  volunteered  to 
put  the  church  back  an  its  feet.  The  un¬ 
expected  offer  of  assistance  was  accept¬ 
ed  by  the  congregation  who  were  at  a 
complete  loss  how  to  get  out  of  the  mess. 

Within  a  matter  of  a  short  time  the 
church  had  been  painted  and  papered, 
the  porch,  chimney,  and  windows  re¬ 
paired.  In  addition,  a  new  rug  was 
placed  in  the  church  The  bills  were  paid 
tn  full,  and  to  top  tt  off  die  preacher 
was  driving  a  new  car.  This  was  too 
much  for  the  congregation  No  one  had 
been  asked  to  give  a  cent,  and  yet  pros¬ 
perity  had  come  to  the  church.  Bursting 
with  curiosity  they  asked  the  miller  how 
he  did  it.  A  meeting  was  called,  and  he 
promised  to  unfold  the  secret. 

The  little  church  was  packed  as  the 
miller  stood  up  and  satd.  "How  many  of 
you  folks  remember  the  sermon  on 
tithing  our  minister  brought  last  year?" 
Not  a  soul  raised  his  hand.  The  miller 
continued.  “I  put  that  sermon  to  test, 
and  It  worked.  So  when  you  folks  brought 
your  grain  to  my  mill  this  season  I  Just 
took  out  ten  per  cent  for  the  Lord.  It 
really  works,  doesn't  it?"  That  is  giv¬ 
ing  by  proxy. 

While  “pressure"  and  "proxy"  do  the 
work,  I  want  to  remind  you  all  as  you 
returp  to  your  local  churches  that  you 
cannot  beat  the  "pulling  power  of  per¬ 
sonal  persuasion"  ooupled  with  prayer. 

It  has  been  my  privilege  to  have  be¬ 
come  personally  acquainted  with  the 
staff  of  the  Executive  Committee  at 
your  headquarters  In  Nashville.  I  have 
read  much  of  the  stewardship  material 
prepared  by  Dr.  Merrill  Moore  and  oth¬ 
ers  of  your  leaders.  Permit  me  to  con¬ 
gratulate  you  on  having  leaders  of  abil¬ 
ity  and  vision.  But  they  need  you  to 
make  tithing  universal  in  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  U  s  the  "everlasting 
team  work  of  every  bloomin’  soul"  that 
counts. 

You  tlthers  know  beyond  the  shadow 
of  a  doubtt  that  God  has  blessed  you. 
You  know  He  will  Mess  any  church 
where  tithing  is  stressed.  Go  back  to 
your  local  churches  determined  that  you 
will  not  relinquish  your  efforts  until  ev¬ 
ery  single  member  of  your  church  has 
become  a  genuine  storehouse  tither.  I 
want  to  recommend  that  whenever  pos¬ 
sible  that  you  ask  successful  laymen  to 
occupy  your  pulpits.  But  by  all  means, 
pray,  and  back  this  dp  with  the  “pulling 
power  of  personal  persuasion."  If  ev¬ 
ery  member  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  would  back  up  the  program 
of  the  church  along  the  tithing  line  alone, 
not  only  would  you  probably  see  an  In¬ 
creased  income  of  about  400  per  cent, 
but  you  would  see  six  million  Christians 
so  fired  with  a  passion  for  lost  souls  and 
for  the  advancement  of  Christ’s  king¬ 
dom  that  Satan  and  all  his  legions  oould 
not  stop  you. 


practicing  storehouse  tithing  right  up 
to  the  last  crop.  Every  farmer  who 
planted  any  of  the  wheat  in  IMS  signed 
a  contract  that  be  could  pay  a  tenth  of 
the  harvest  to  his  own  church.  When 
World  War  n  came  to  an  end  in  1M6 
and  left  millions  starving  in  Europe, 
we  sent  out  an  appeal  to  the  pastors 
of  the  175  churches  designated  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  tithes  from  the  274  farmers.

Salem  pastor,  brought  the  main  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  afternoon.

Paul’s  last  stop  before  arriving  at 
Corinth  on  his  second  missionary  tour 
was  Athens,  center  of  Oreek  culture 
and  philosophy.  Jehovah  was  unknowns 
The  Stoics  and  Epicureans  brought  Paid 
to  Mars’  Hill  where  he  delivered  what 
was.  perhaps,  “the  greatest  speech  at 
his  life.”  He  complimented  his  hearers 
for  their  broadminded  religious  views; 
he  quoted  pagan  poetry;  he  discussed 
comparative  religion,  and  gave  a  phi¬ 
losophy  of  history;  he  talked  about  the 
creation  of  the  universe,  the  origin  at 
man.  the  unity  of  the  race,  man’s  in¬ 
herent  religious  nature,  and  a  coming 
Judgment.  So  far  as  the  record  tells, 
however,  he  said  nothing  about  the 
Cross  The  philosopher#  laughed  at  him, 
ridiculed,  and  scoffed. 

Paul  left  Athens  a  wiser  man  and  bet¬ 
ter  preacher.  By  the  time  he  reached 
Corinth,  he  had  determined  to  use  only 
our  text  as  subject:  “I  am  determined  to 
know  nothing  among  you,  save  Jesus 
Christ,  and  him  crucified”  (1st  Oor. 
2:2).  So  later  be  wrote  to  the  Corinthian 
Christians,  "Christ  sent  me  to  preach 
the  gospel;  not  with  wisdom  of  words, 
lest  the  cross  of  Christ  should  be  made 
ef  none  effect.  For  the  word  of  the 
cross  is  to  them  who  are  perishing,  fool¬ 
ishness,  but  unto  us  who  are  saved.  K 
Is  the  power  of  God’*  (1st  Oor.  1:17,  16). 

The  Word  at  The  Cross  Was  a  Word 
at  Shame,  when  Paul  preached  It.  Cicero 
said.  “The  cross,  it  speaks  of  that 
which  is  so  shameful,  ss  horrible,  that 
K  should  never  be  mentioned  in  polite 
society.”  Death  by  crucifixion  was  the 
most  disgraceful  and  shameful  death 
possible  for  one  to  die.  In  the  shame 
sf  literal  nakedness  Jesus  died  the  hor¬ 
rible  death  of  a  criminal  and  an  outlaw. 
He  suffered  oor  shame.  God  laid  on  him 
(made  to  meet  in  him)  the  Iniquity  ef 
as  all  Osa.  53-6) .  Jesus  Christ  bore  our 
sins  in  His  own,  body  to  the  cross,  sc 
the  cross  (1st  Pet.  2:24)  He  died  for  all 
•ur  sins  (Titus  2:14). 

The  Word  sf  The  Cross  Was  an  Offen¬ 
sive  Word,  when  Paul  preached  it.  A 
crucified  Messiah  was  “a  stumbling- 
block  to  the  Jew.”  It  offended  his  race 
pride  and  religious  prejudices.  A  cruci¬ 
fied  Christos  was  to  the  Greek  “sheer 
folly  ”  it  offended  his  intellectual  pride 
and  world  wisdom.  A  crucified  Christ 
still  offends.  The  Cross  is  offensive  to 
legalism  in  religion,  the  so-called  social 
reformer,  the  ceremonial  religionist,  and 
ail  the  pride  and  vanity  of  the  unregen¬ 
erate  human  heart.  And  yet  the  word 
of  the  cross  is  the  only  word  which  God 
ever  commanded  us  to  preach.  We  are 
commanded  to  preach  it  to  all  nations  to 
every  creature.  Paul  preached  it  with 
“no  fine  rhetoric,”  and  was  not  ashamed 
01  it.  Christ  crucified  and  risen  again 
te  the  power  of  God  unto  salvation  to 
•very one  that  belle veth. 

The  Word  at  The  Crow  Is  God's  Re¬ 
vealing  Word,  it  reveals  His  love  for 
sinners.  Nothing  else  does.  “God  proved 
hit  love  for  us  in  that  while  we  were 
Tet  sinners,  Christ  died  for  us”  (Roman

A  Protestant'

“It’s  tough  to  be  a  Protestant," 
Roland  Elliott,  director  of  the  Dis¬ 
placed  Persons  department  of  Church 
World  8ervice,  said  of  the  Protestant 
Displaced  Persons  the  other  day  in 
an  address  that  he  gave  before  a 
meeting  sponsored  by  the  Protestant 
Council  of  the  City  of  New  York.  He 
went  on  to  say,  “If  you  are  a  Jewish 
Displaced  Person,  you  can  expect  to 
be  resettled  by  the  end  of  1949  If  you 
are  a  Catholic  Displaced  Person,  your 
chances  of  resettlement  over  that  of 
your  Protestant  neighbor  is  Just  about 
ton  to  one.” 

In  recent  months,  the  Jewish  agen¬ 
das  have  stepped  up  their  program 
for  the  resettlement  of  their  Dis¬ 
placed  Persons  with  full-page  adver¬ 
tisements  like  the  one  that  appeared 
on  April  7  In  large  metropolitan  dall¬ 
ies  appealing  for  $250,000,000  to  re- 


Four  Times  More  Spent 
For  Tobocco  Than  Religion 

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.— (BP)— The 
average  American,  smoker  and  non- 
smoker  alike,  spent  $28  for  smoking 
tobacco  in  1948.  The  average  Ameri¬ 
can  smoker  spent  $62. 

Such  is  the  revelation  of  C.  Aubrey 
Hearn  of  Nashville  in  his  new  book¬ 
let,  “What  About  8moklng?“ 

(The  average  American  in  1948  con¬ 
tributed  only  $6  to  all  religious  causes, 
and  the  average  American  church 
member  contributed  only  $24  to  all 
religious  causes,  according  to  United 
Stewardship  Council  statistics.) 

The  publication  by  Hearn  also  re. 
veals  that  the  smoking  habit  has  so 
conquered  the  American  people  that 
the  sale  of  cigarettes  has  doubled 
since  1939,  and  Is  130  times  that  ef 
1914. 

In  fact,  Hearn’s  figures  reveal:  In 
1914  there  were  3  billion  cigarettes 
manufactured  In  the  United  States, 
but  In  1918  this  figure  had  jumped 
to  46  billion.  By  1928  the  number  had 
Increased  to  106  billion.  In  1935  the 
number  had  reached  140  billion;  in 
1940.  186  billion;  in  1945,  332  billion; 
and  In  1948,  388  billion. 

The  average  American  smoker  con¬ 
sumes  17  cigarettes  a  day.  This 
amounts  to  an  individual  expenditure 
of  $62  a  year — which  sum  with  in¬ 
terest  would  reach  almost  $750  in  10 
years. 

Hearn’s  book  Is  free  of  prejudicial 
ranting  that  so  often  characterizes 
this  .sort  of  presentation.  His  effort 
is  a  highly  documented  manuscript. 
Intended  plainly  to  help  young  peo¬ 
ple  to  intellectually  rebel  against  soc¬ 
ial  pressure  which  makes  smoking 
fashionable.  The  book  is  Illustrated  by 
pen  sketches  by  Jack  Hamm.  It  sells 
for  50  cents  from  Baptist  Book  Stores.

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Church  Withdraws  From 
Northern  Baptist  Convention 

SAN  FRANCISCO—  ( RN3  >  — Just  a 
few  hours  before  the  opening  of  the 
Northern  Baptist  Convention,  the 
Twenty-Third  Avenue  Baptist  Church 
of  Oakland  announced  its  writhdrawal 
from  the  Convention. 

The  action  was  taken,  the  Rev.  G. 
Archer  Weniger  said,  after  six  months 
of  study  by  a  16-man  committee  of 
deacons  who  charged  the  Convention 
was  dominated  by  theological  mod¬ 
ernism. 

In  withdrawing  from  the  Conven¬ 
tion,  the.  church  also  severed  its  coh- 
nection  with  the  Convention’s  allied 
agencies— the  Bay  Cities  Baptist  Un¬ 
ion  and  the  Northern  California  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention.  It  maintains  affilia¬ 
tion  with  the  Conservative  Baptist 
Association  of  America. 

“There  was  some  reluctance  about 
this  decision,”  Mr.  Weniger  stated, 
“but  since  the  church  was  ruled  out 
of  the  fellowship  by  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention  last  year  In  Mil¬ 
waukee  by  virtue  of  the  ’Milwaukee 
Declaration  of  Denominational  Co¬ 
operation,’  as  were  hundreds  of  other 
BIWe-believing  Baptist  churches  who 
refused  to  support  the  Convention  lib¬ 
eralism.  it  was  thought  best  to  accept 
this  situation  and  withdraw  complete-

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Standing  By  The  Principle 

Editor’s  Note:  This  article  is 
copied  from  the  Baptist  Herald, 
published  by  the  First  Church  of 
8hawnee,  Okla.  It  is  taken  from 
an  article  published  about  1895 
and  was  written  by  Dr.  R.  M. 
Deedley,  the  president  of  George¬ 
town  College,  Kentucky. 

T  am  not  a  Baptist  because  Bap¬ 
tists  practice  restricted  communion, 
or  immersion,  or  refuse  infant  bap¬ 
tism.  I  am  a  Baptist  because  I  am 
bound  by  the  Word- of  God  in  all  mat¬ 
ters  of  faith  and  practice.  I  believe 
in  Immersion  not  because  I  believe  in 
one  act  above  another  but  because 
the  Bible  teaches  it;  so  of  close  com¬ 
munion;  and  so  of  the  rejection  of 
infant  Baptism.  For  these  peculiari¬ 
ties  as  peculiarities  I  care  nothing  at 
all.  Indeed  I  am  sorry  that  we  are 
peculiar  In  these  matters.  But  these 
peculiarities  embody  an  underlying 
principle  in  religion  that  is  more  im¬ 
portant  than  reputation  or  life  itself. 
And  to  surrender  these  peculiarities 
Is  to  surrender  the  principle.  And  if 
an  honest  adherence  to  It  and  an 
honest  endeavor  to  practice  It  bring 
odium  upon  us  let  us  have  the  manli¬ 
ness  to  bear  it.  To  seek  odium  is  de¬ 
testable;  to  run  from  the  post  of  con¬ 
science  or  of  duty  to  avoid  It  Is 
•owardly  and  traitorous.’  *  _ 

“If  I  am  a  Baptist  and  If  I  am 
proud  of  It,  I  want  that  it  shall  affect 
me  not  In  the  way  of  making  me  nar¬ 
row  and  bigoted  and  Intolerant,  but 
humble,  patient,  loving  towards  those 
who  differ  from  me,  and  hearty,  gen¬ 
erous,  energetic  and  persevering  In 
the  use  of  my  time,  talents  and  means 
•f  the  furtherance  of  the  good  cause. 
Let  us  show  our  devotion  to  our  prin¬ 
ciples.  not  by  watchful  attention  to 
the  needs  of  the  cause  we  love.  Thus 
shell  we  best  show  to  men  our  fidel¬ 
ity  and  seal;  and  thus  best  help  the 
truth  Yn  Its  onward  march  to  com¬ 
plete  and  final  victory."

As  a  Southern  Baptist  I  would  appreo 
late  you  making  your  position  clear  on 
the  subject  of  “religious  liberty.” 

We  In  the  United  8tates  have  read 
much  about  your  fears  for  the  religious 
liberty  of  your  people  in  Russian  domi¬ 
nated  countries.  What  we  would  like  to 
know  is  are  you  ready  now  to  grant 
religious  liberty  to  oui^brother  Baptists 
and  Protestants  in  Spain  and  Portugal? 

In  the  United  States  where  your 
church  Is  fan  the  minority,  It  has  been 
able  to  grow  and  prosper  because  of 
the  religious  liberty  that  we  grant  to 
Roman  Catholics.  Yet  In  Roman  Catho¬ 
lic  Countries  your  church  has  been  brut¬ 
ally  intolerant  of  Baptists  and  Protes¬ 
tants.  For  this  reason  I  would  apprec¬ 
iate  it  If  you  would  clarify  your  concept 
of  religious  liberty  In  Roman  Catholic 
controlled  countries. 

Many  Protestants  in  the  United  States 
have  grown  suspicious  of  your  church 
because  of  the  Intolerant  attitude  of 
your  clergy.  It  is  my  sincere  hope  and 
prayer  that  you  may  be  able  to  dispell 
our  doubts  about  your  motives  by  mak¬ 
ing  your  position  clear  on  this  vital  Is¬ 
sue.

200%  IN  MISSION  FIELDS 

NEW  YORK—  (R  N  S  t  —Protestants 
in  foreign  'mission  areas  have  in¬ 
creased  over  200  per  cent  in  the  last 
23  years,  It  was  disclosed  In  a  report 
Issued  here  by  the  International  Mis¬ 
sionary  Council. 

The  report  was  prepared  by  E.  J. 
Bingle,  research  secretary  for  the  In¬ 
ternational  Missionary  Council,  Lon¬ 
don.  It  is  based  on  a  study  covering 
120  countries  and  island  groups  out¬ 
side  the  United  States,  Canada,  New 
Zealand,  Australia,  and  Europe. 

Protestant  numbers  in  these  coun¬ 
tries.  the  report  said,  jumped  from 
6.517,697  in  1925  to  25,341.283  in  1948. 

In  Latin  America,  the  largest  gains 
were  reported  In  Brazil.  Argentina, 
and  Mexico.

“God  of  our  fathers.”  help  us  In 
this  hour  to  answer  the  needs,  the 
challenge,  the  opportunities,  the  bur¬ 
dening  responsibilities  to  proclaim 
Christ  to  a  lost  world  weighs  heavily 
upon  the  hearts  of  our  leaders  and 
people. 

OBSERVE  THE  NEEDS 

These  needs  ar^so  tremendous:  the 
need  to  heal  humanity’s  hurt  — 
through  hospitals;  the  need  to  pro¬ 
vide  Christian  education  for  youth — 
through  schools  and  colleges;  the  need 
to  provide  amply  for  the  training  of 
our  God-called  preachers  and  mission¬ 
aries — through  seminaries;  the  need 
to  provide  for  our  youth  in  a  virile 
program  that  will  attract  them  for 
and  to  our  Saviour — through  camps 
and  assemblies;  the  need  to  win  the 
great  host  of  lost  In  our  overcrowded 
cities,  the  neglected  in  the  country 
and  rural  sections,  the  forgotten  for¬ 
eign-language  groups  in  many  sections 
of  our  south— through  state  and  home 
missions;  the  need  to  go  after  the 
lost  and  bewildered  peoples  of  China, 
India,  Japan,  the  countries  of  Europe, 
of  the  Near  East,  of  Africa  and  of 
South  America — through  foreign  mis¬ 
sions.  Without  the  power  of  God’s 
grace  we  can  never  relieve  them! 

OBSERVE  THE  INTEREST 

Our  people  are  so  interested  and 
concerned  about  these  problems  that 
they  have  launched  forth  into  great 
fund-raising  programs. 

In  the  various  states  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  there  are  programs  for  building 
and  endowment,  for  schools,  colleges, 
and  hospitals  which  will  amount  to 
approximately  $38,000,000.  An  addi¬ 
tional  amount  of  more  than  $3,000,- 
000  is  being  sought  for  our  seminaries 
in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.

LEST  WE  FORGET 

Let  us  not  become  "bogged  down" 
in  the  call  of  special  needs  of  our 
agencies  and  institutions,  to  the  ne¬ 
glect  of  our  current  work  being  car¬ 
ried  on  through  the  means  of  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program. 

With  the  call  of  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board  for  a  great  "Advance."  let 
us  move  out  in  calling  upon  our  peo¬ 
ple  to  give  a  tenth,  at  least;  to  give 
lovingly;  but  above  all,  to  give  sac- 
riflcially  that  the  name  of  our  Lord 
be  proclaimed  to  all  peoples. 

Our  prayer  must  be — God  give  us 
wisdom  to  meet  in  the  best  way  the 
needs  that  come  unto  us;  give  us  com¬ 
passion  to  love  men  who  are  in  sin; 
give  us  grace  to  go  unto  men  with  the 
message  of  redemption!  Give  us  wis¬ 
dom  not  to  forget  the  lessons  we  felt 
we  had  learned.

For  twenty-one  yean  k  wu  ^ 
joyous  privilege  to  be  a  pastor. 
for  other  yean  to  serve  as  preside# 
of  a  Christian  college  and  in  ^ 
posts  of  duty  which  put  me  in  do* 
touch  with  homes  and  the  products  of 
homes.  I  have  not  known  a  divor# 
in  a  home  that  prayed  together  daily 
in  a  family  altar  where  a  true  spirit 
of  worship  was  maintained  i  ^ 
not  known  serious  friction  of  trouble 
to  persist  in  a  home  where  the  fam 
lly  altar  was  a  regular  part  of  that 
home. 

But  I  have  known  critical  problem, 
to  yield  a  regular  family  prayer  aa4 
Bible  study.  I  scarcely  know  a  “prob¬ 
lem  child"  to  come  from  a  bom* 
where  the  family  circle  was  “un¬ 
broken"  each  day  about  the  place  •( 
prayer.  Certain  eases  which  coro« 
to  my  mind  point  up  and  prove  throe 
wise  words.  “When  a  family  prays  to¬ 
gether.  it  stays  together.” 

What  can  any  church  do  during 
this  year  of  1949  that  Is  more  Import¬ 
ant  than  the  establishment  of  fam¬ 
ily  altars  In  the  homes  of  Its  mem- 
bershlp?  Is  missions  more  Important* 
la  stewardship?  Is  evangelism?  li 
teaching?  Is  training? 

All  of  these  will  continue  only  h> 
proportion  as  Christian  faith  ti 
learned  In  the  home.  And  religion  b 
taught  very  little  In  the  home  that 
Is  without  a  family  altar 

An  altar  In  the  home  will  alter  any 
home. 
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Progress  at  Seminary  in  Zurieh  h 
Bright  Spot  In  European  Mlrtom 

A  bright  spot  in  the  European  mis¬ 
sion  outlook  Is  the  progress  of  the 
European  seminary  in  Zurich.  TWen- 
ty-one  students  have  already  applied 
for  enrollment  next  September  and 
double  that  number  are  expected  be¬ 
fore  the  first  Session  begins.  Eight  dif¬ 
ferent  countries  and  eleven  national¬ 
ities  are  represented  among  the  ap¬ 
plicants  for  admission.  Chap, 
lain  Peter  E.  Cullom,  stationed  In 
Japan,  saw  the  new  seminary  prop¬ 
erty  on  a  recent  trip  to  Europe  and 
wrote  the  Board:  "I  firmly  believe 
the  Lord  had  that  house  built  for 
a  Baptist  seminary." 

In  Italy  our  position  was  never 
more  favorable,  Missionary  W.  Dewey 
Moore  writes,  and  the  missionaries 
sometimes  feel  almost  overwhelmed 
with  the  opportunities  for  evangelism. 
But  in  Spain  no  change  has  taken 
place  In  the  matter  of  religious  lib¬ 
erty.  A  roving  correspondent  of  the 
New  York  Herald  Tribune  wrote  re¬ 
cently  after  an  investigation  of  con¬ 
ditions  In  Spain: 

‘"The  Protestant  clergyman  in  Spain 
■offers  much  the  same  type  of  perse¬ 
cution  as  the  Roman  Catholic  clergy 
endure  in  Communist  Hungary.  The 
same  fear  motivates  both  oppressions. 
As  in  Hungary,  where  the  Catholle 
Church  la  regarded  as  the  most  dan¬ 
gerous  enemy  of  the  Red  dictator¬ 
ship.  so  in  Spain  are  the  Protestant* 
looked  upon  as  an  evil  force  bent  on 
disrupting  the  existing  order— ‘th* 
Spanish  way  of  life.’"  • 

In  Communist-dominated  areas 
Europe  the  situation  is  still  distress 
tng,  and  seems  to  be  worsening  Ro¬ 
mania  and  Hungary  are  almost  com¬ 
pletely  eat  off  from  communication 
with  Baptists  In  America.
